Brazil is on the threshold of her 
own atomic age. She will enter 
into the new world of more abun- 
dant energy some time during the 
coming months when the research 
reactor at the University of Sao 
Paulo will be inaugurated. 


Interest High 
While work is going on in the 
final phases of installation of this 
nuclear research equipment, there 
is much discussion of atomic de- 
velopments. In addition to the 
new research reactor, interest 
centers around a report drawn up 
in the United States concerning 
nuclear energy in Brazil, the par- 
ticipation of Brazil’s representa- 
tives in the first Inter-American 
Symposium on Peaceful Applica- 
tion of Nuclear Energy, and the 
availability of fissionable materi- 
als found in Brazil. 
The research reactor being built 
by the firm of Babcock and Wil- 
cox has already reached its desti- 
nation in the physics laboratories 
of the University of Sao Paulo 
and the process of installation is 
in its concluding stages. When 
completed it will provide Brazil 
with a 5,000 kw reactor for the 
study of atomic energy. 
To Spur Study 
It will be of immense impor- 
tance to power-short Brazil, which 
must expand its power availa- 
bility in order to keep up with 
the growing demands of industry 
and population for energy. It will 
supplement, to a marked degree, 
the heretofore very limited re- 
search facilities.

VARIG Planning to Obtain Jets 
Approved by U.S. Field Officials 





Sr. Rubem Berta, Visits U.S., 
Describes Firm’s Interest 
In French Caravelles 

Civil aviation in Brazil is not 
only the second largest such trans- 
port in the world, it is also up to 
the minute and keeping pace with 
the best technical advances in the 
field. 

VARIG Airlines, cited early in 
May as the “large South Ameri- 
can air line,” has shown an inter- 
est in the purchase of the French- 
built twin-jet Caravelle transport 
planes. These models have been 
exhibited on a tour in the United 
States. 


More New Planes 


The president of VARIG, Sr. 
Ruben M. Berta, while on a North 


American visit said that he is| 


considering the purchase of five 


of the French planes and three} 


Boeing 707 jet transports. These 
latter are much larger than the 
Caravelles. 

Built by Sud Aviation at Tou- 
louse, the Caravelle is a medium- 
range plane which Sr. Berta 
believes is well suited for use on 
the routes along the east coast of 
South America. This plane, Sr. 
Berta said, could also be used for 
two-stop service between New 
York and Rio de Janeiro. 

Advantages 

The president of VARIG thinks 
so well of the Caravelle that he 
is sending a group of technicians 
to the factory in France to exam- 
ine the plane. Among the advan- 
tages of this model are its rela- 
tively low cost, US$2,000,000, and 
low cost of operation. 

It is believed that the contem- 
plated purchase of Boeing 707’s 
would be for the purpose of oper- 
ating a non-stop service between 
Rio de Janeiro and New York. 
At present this route is served by 
VARIG on a two-stop basis by 
way of Belem and Ciudad Trujillo, 
Dominican Republic, using Lock- 
heed Super G Constellations. 

Present negotiations will prob- 
ably lead to the purchase of three 
more Super G’s by Sr. Berta. It is 
expected that delivery will start 
in December of this year. 








Expanding Air Line 

Long a pioneer in Brazilian avi- 
ation, Sr. Berta is again eager 
to extend VARIG’s routes. Dis- 
cussions are going on between the 
United States and Brazil as a re- 
sult of which it is hoped that a 
treaty will be arrived at which 


‘will permit VARIG to serve both 


the east and the west coast of the 
United States through Panama 
and Manaus, State of Amazonas, 
Brazil. 

Another outcome of authority 
to fly into San Francisco will be 
the ability to make direct connec- 
tion with Japan Airlines. Looking 
in the other direction, Sr. Berta is 
considering extending the airline’s 
routes to Europe and the Middle 
East. 

Thirtieth Anniversary 
This year VARIG is celebrating 


| its thirtieth year of service in the 





skies. Its first flight was made in 
May, 1927, over a route which 
connected the cities of Pérto 
Alegre, Pelotas and Rio Grande, 
in Rio Grande do Sul.

New Federal Agency, the RFFSA, 


Dieselization for 





Rail Improvement 





Many Lines Dieselizing; 
Agency’s Ist Year Grant 
Cr$12,000,000,000 





The modernization of Brazilian 
railways is going on apace in the 
areas of power, rolling stock and 
management. In the issue of the 
Brazilian Bulletin of May 1 there 
appeared an account of the ad- 
vances made on the Cia Paulista 
de Estradas de Ferro, popularily 
known as the Paulista road. 

Agency’s Purpose 

A new federal agency, the Rede 
Federal Ferroviaria, has been set 
up under a Congressional law 
passed in March, 1957, to “admin- 
ister, exploit, maintain, re-equip, 
extend, improve and keep in traf- 
fic all railways incorporated 
thereto,” meaning all railways 
under federal responsibility either 
now or in the future. The law 
specifies that RFFSA is to gather 
together the federally owned 
railroads within a year and group 
them into regional corporations. 

RFFSA is also looked to to

raise the level of efficiency of man- 
agement on the federal roads, ac- 
cording to the the esteemed “Ip. 
formation Circular” of the British 
Chamber of Commerce in Sao 
Paulo. 

The new agency will receive a 
grant of Cr$12,000,000,000 the 
first year to cover operational de- 
ficits. Each succeeding year the 
grant will decrease by five per 
cent until a level of Cr$6,000,000,- 
000 is reached. 

To Effect Economies 

There is also a provision for 
steps to be taken should the grant 
exceed the annual deficit. The new 
RFFSA is expected to effect im- 
portant economies. 


Re-equipment and new con- | 


struction are the two other tasks 
RFFSA is planned to carry out. 
To these purposes a fund of 
Cr$28,000,000,000 in national and 
foreign currencies will be made 
available. 

Specific Plans 

Uneconomic railway lines are 
to be closed and replaced by high- 
ways. Proposed new rail lines are 
to be thoroughly studied. A fae- 
tory to build diesel electric en- 
gines in Brazil is under considera- 
tion. Basically, the attempt will 
be made to make the federally 
operated roads pay their own way. 

When overhead rises, RFFSA 
is assured a tariff readjustment, 
or where this cannot be done, Feé- 
eral funds will make up the 
deficit. 

More Renovation 

Turning to the state-owned 
roads, those in Sao Paulo State 
are setting a pattern of modern 
ization. Diesel electric locomotives 
to the number of twenty-sevel 
ave recently been bought by Sore 
cabana, and it is expected that 
some will be in use on the road by 
July of this year. Five of the 
diesels are of 1,980 horsepower 
and the remaining twenty-two of 
1,320 horsepower. 

When these new engines come 
into service, the Sorocabana wil 
have eliminated steam traction ® 
its lines. Half of its locomotive! 
will then be electric and the other 
half diesel electric.

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A Survey of Brazil’s Developing Auto-Truck Industry 


Manufacturers | 
Readying Plants 
Target Date Set for 1960; 
Regulations Requiring 
‘National’ Vehicles 





The following article is a re- 
print of one entitled “Auto-Truck 
Boom in Brazil Guns Its Motors’, 
published in a recent issue of 
Business Week, a leading busi- 
nessman’s periodical in the 
United States.

“The Latin American Detroit” 
is what Paulistas like to call Sao 
Paulo, Brazil’s main industrial 
city. 

There’s no denying that the city 
is living up to its label these days. 
In the suburbs, along the broad 
highway from Sao Paulo to the 
nearby port of Santos, just about 
every United States and Euro- 
pean auto-truck maker you have 
heard of is scurrying to set up 
shop or expand existing facilities. 
In the vanguard are a host of 
United States parts makers and 
suppliers. 


Pent-up Demand 

Behind this auto-truck invasion 
—the biggest ever to hit a Latin 
American country —is Brazil’s 
pent-up demand for new vehicles. 
It’s true that the streets of Sao 
Paulo and other Brazilian cities 
are filled to traffic-jam propor- 
tions. But most of the trucks and 
cars are what you would find on 
a low-price used car lot in the 
United States. 

Brazil will soon have to replace 
these old cars. Besides that, the 
country — bigger than the United 
States in size and with a popula- 
tion of sixty million—is woefully 
short of other forms of transpor- 
tation (except airlines), thus 
needs additional vehicles. Most 
important of all, Brazil must step 
up vehicle output to match the} 
country’s fast-growing industrial- 
ization. 





Government Policy 

But more than the local market | 
has lured auto-truck producers to | 
Sao Paulo. In 1952 the Brazilian |

government set stiff import re- 
strictions on “knocked down” 
vehicles and spare parts, to lessen 
the drain on Brazil’s foreign ex- 
change. 

Then, last year, the government 
said in effect “Either build vehi- 
cles locally, out of Brazilian ma- 
terials and with Brazilian labor, 
or face all sort of penalties on 
imported parts.” This regulation 
set 1960 as the deadline when all 
new vehicles locally produced 
would be 90 per cent Brazilian by 
weight, 95 per cent Brazilian by 
value. To make its decree stick, 
the government set up Dr. Eros 
Orosco as auto-truck czar in 
charge of the Grupo Executivo 
Industria Automobilistica agency. 


Program Moving 
So far, the crash program has 


| succeeded. Since last June, United 


States and other non-Brazilian 
vehicle producers have poured 
US$53,400,000 into new capital 
equipment, excluding land and 
plant construction. With the truck 





phase of the program in high 
gear, GEIA early this March 
cranked up for the next phase— 
development of all-Brazilian auto 
production. 

If all goes well, total invest- 
ment in equipment for new Bra- 
zilian auto-truck production will 
hit US$200,000,000 by 1960. By 
that time, annual production will 
be running at 90,000 trucks and 
30,000 cars. For trucks alone, an- 
nual sales should amount to about 
US$400,000,000, or more than 
eight per cent of Brazil’s pro- 
jected gross income. 


Firms Assembling 

While auto-truck production, 
using local materials, is new to 
Brazil, vehicle assembly from im- 
ported parts dates back almost to 
World War I. Ford began assem- 
bling Model-T ears and trucks in 
a warehouse in 1919. General 
Motors set up shop in 1924. Dur- 
ing the 1930’s the big tire makers 
—Firestone, Goodyear, Dunlop, 
General and Pirelli (Italian) — 





began drifting in, followed by 
battery producers and replace. 
ment parts outfits. 

Now stimulated by Brazil’s eco. 
nomic expansion and the new 
GEIA decrees, the industry has 
impressive plans in the works. 

Ford has allotted US$16,000, 
000 for an engine plant foundry 
and expansion of its stamping 
plant. Goal: 30,000 trucks a year. 

General Motors has - slated 
US$10,000,000 for a new engine 
plant. Goal: 29,469 trucks a year. 

Willys will spend US$5,000,000 
and produce 15,000 jeeps yearly, 

Vemag, a former Studebaker- 
Packard outlet, will invest US$1,- 
000,000 in new facilities to pro- 
duce 10,000 DKW Auto Union 
utility wagons and other types 
per year. 

Volkswagen has US$3,500,000 
going into future annual produc- 
tion of 9,000 utility wagons. 

Mercedes Benz _ will spend 
US$8,600,000 in order to produce 
9,200 diesel trucks annually. 


Others Making Plans 

Besides these companies, which 
have announced their plans, sev- 
eral others are getting ready to 
go into production. International 
Harvester may cast its first en- 
gine blocks locally by next fall. 
Over all, the company is aiming 
at 6,000 trucks annually, with 
new investment of around US$6,- 
900,000. Mack and West Ger- 
many’s Krupp are also in the 
running. 

Already, in the Sao Paulo area, 
there are more than 600 parts 
makers and suppliers. For pistons, 
many truck producers are relying 
on Metal Levy, a large concern 
that operates under license from 
GEIA decrees, the industry has 
Mahle of West Germany. Fabrica 
Nacional de Vagoées will produce 
chassis, and possibly wheel com- 
ponents in a deal with Goodyear 
and Firestone. Sofunge, now 4 
supplier for Mercedes, will prob- 
ably make engine blocks for other 
producers. Fabrica Nacional and 
Sofunge are each spending US$2- 
100,000 on expansion. 


Big Axle Maker 
When its factory is finished, 
Maquinas York will make Repub 
lie gears and rear axles. CO- 
BRASMA, a Timken licensee, is 
spending nearly US$10,000,000 
for new axle and differential pro 
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duction. COFAP makes Thompson 
Products cylinder heads, Perfect 
Circle piston rings and Monroe | 
stabilizers.

To help smooth out the supply 
of parts, the big companies such 
as General Motors and Ford have 
been playing the role of middle-

Method of Operation

President’s Goals 

President Kubitschek would like 
to double the country’s present 
steel output of 1,300,000 tons, of 
which nearly half comes from the 
government-owned mill at Volta 
Redonda.

And with alloy steels already 
short, Brazil may have to import 
alloys for its vehicle program, and 
thus partly defeat its goal of sav- 
ing foreign exchange. 

Then, there is a possibility that 
the lack of good roads may slow 
down vehicle sales. President 
Kubitschek is trying to meet this 
by building 1,865 miles of new 
paved roads and 3,729 miles of 
unpaved roads. 


Rubber

home of rubber, it now imports 
practically all it uses from Ma- 
laya. But Firestone and Goodyear 
have local plantation experiments 
under way.

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Use Gas Turbines 
In Power Stations 





Sao Paulo Units Being Built 
By Westinghouse to Take 
Bunker C Fuel Oil 


Two new power stations are 
scheduled to begin operations next 
year in the State of Sao Paulo, 
one at Votuporanga in the north 
and the other at Juquia, near the 
state’s southern seacoast. 

The electricity will be produced 
by four gas. turbine-generator 
plants rated at five thousand kilo- 
watts each and will cost about 
US$4,000,000. Transmission lines 
will carry electricity to homes and 
industrial plants within a fifty- 
mile radius of each station. 


Growth in Stages 


Additional five-thousand kilo- 
watt plants will be installed later 
to raise the capacity at Votupo- 
ranga to twenty thousand kilo- 
watts and at Juquia to fifteen 
thousand. 

Gas turbines were selected as 
especially suitable for these two 
locations because the water supply 
at Votuporanga is fluctuating and 
because there is need for mobility 
at Juquia. 


Votuporanga Described 


Votuporanga, established only 
in 1937, is in a coffee, banana and 
rice producing region and already 
has a population of fifteen thou- 
sand. It is situated sixteen hun- 
dred feet above sea level and far 
from any major water source. 
Well water will be used to cool 
the power units. 

The major power transmission 
network of the State of Sao Paulo 
will include Juquia in about ten 
years. At that time the gas tur- 
bines will no longer be needed and 
can be transferred to a point 
where they will again be useful. 


Bunker C Fuel 


The fuel for the gas turbines 
will be Bunker C supplied by re- 
fineries at Capuava and Cubatao, 
State of Sao Paulo, from crude 
originating in the State of Bahia 
and elsewhere. 

Preparation of the fuel for use 
in the turbines will be accom- 
plished in a heavy-fuel-oil pre- 
treatment system, in which a cen- 
trifuge removes water and solids. 
Chemicals are added to neutralize

Sericulture Now 
Stable in Brazil 





The Production of Cocoons 
For 1955 Make Brazil 


Fourth Largest Grower 





Brazilian sericulture, or the 
raising of silkworms, is now lim- 
ited to four states, namely Minas 
Gerais, Espirito Santo, Sao Paulo 
and Rio Grande do Sul. In 1955 
total output of silk was 1,059,880 
kilos, valued at Cr$42,266,014. 


According to the Statistica] 
Service of the Ministry of Agri- 
culture, Sao Paulo produced the 
largest quantity of silk, the figure 
being placed at 1,056 tons. In see- 
ond place was the State of Rio 
Grande do Sul, which produced 
4,200 kilos. 


Start of Industry 

The beginning of the silk-grow- 
ing industry in Brazil go back to 
1855, when the Emperor Pedro II 
set up a silk-growing company in 
Rio de Janeiro with himself as 
the chief stockholder. In 1912 the 
Government undertook to improve 
the prospects of this industry by 
installing two sericulture stations, 
one at Barbacena, in the State of 
Minas Gerais, and the other at 
Bento Goncalves, in the State of 
Rio Grande do Sul. These sought 
the best type of silkworm for the 
climate of the area. 


The industry made slow but 
steady progress. Its best years 
were those of World War II, when 
the supply of silk from the Orient 
was shut off. Thus, in 1946 pro- 
duction had reached 5,937,800 
kilos, having a value of Cr$99, 
636,370. 


Difficult Period 


From 1947 until 1953 Brazilian 
silk production suffered an almost 
total collapse. Within the last few 
years the industry has been mak- 
ing a comeback, notwithstanding 
the large inroads of nylon and 
other synthetic fibers. 

Brazil still maintains its posi 
tion as the fourth largest growet 
of silk in the world. 

The variety of silkworm raised 
in Brazil is the bombix mori. This 
is the moth caterpillar which pre 
duces cocoons of silk fiber. It feeds 
chiefly on mulberry leaves. Br i 
grows two types of mulberty 
trees, the white and black.

These comprise the betatron of 
30,000,000 electron-volts and a 
Van de Graaff accelerator already 
at the University of Sao Paulo, 
and the synchro-cyclotron, which 
is part of the Brazilian Navy’s 
research equipment. The new re- 
actor will enable the advanced 
study of nuclear physics to make 
rapid strides in Brazil through 
the offering of specialized courses 
on the post-graduate level. 


Brookhaven Symposium 


Meanwhile, on the invitation of 
the United States Government, 
Brazil sent a delegation to Brook- 
haven, Long Island, New York, to 
participate in the Inter-American 
Symposium on Nuclear Energy, 
which took place from May 13 to 
17. Representing Brazil were Ad- 
miral Octacilio Cunha, chairman 
of Brazil’s Atomic Energy Com- 
mission, and Secretary Helio F. S. 
Bittencourt, of Itamaraty. 

It was evident that Brazil, 
along with Venezuela, has one of 
the most advanced nuclear pro- 
grams in Latin America. Admiral 
Octacilio Cunha described the 
University courses planned around 
the research ractor which is com- 
ing to Sao Paulo. He stated that 
the project should start operating 
some time in August. 


Atomic Energy Needed 

The chairman of Brazil’s Atomic 
Energy Commission stated that 
Brazil must have a great interest 
in atomic power since the avail- 
able hydro-electric sites near 
many coastal cities are now being 
developed. Rio de Janeiro, he ex- 
plained, now supplements its main 
power supply with 500,000 kw of 
electricity generated in steam 
plants. 

Because of the relatively high 
cost of coal, such power is ex- 
tremely expensive. There is much 
interest, therefore, in the plans 
recently announced by the Amer- 
ican and Foreign Power Company 
which call for the building of a 
smal! nuclear power plant in its 





chemical studies. 





Data on the Univ. of SGo Paulo’s Reactor 
Issued by Manufacturer, Babcock & Wilcox 


When the Babcock & Wilcox Company shipped the com- 
ponents of the first nuclear reactor to be built in a Latin 
American country, it issued some information on the unit 
which it had designed and fabricated for the Institute of 
Nuclear Physics in Sao Paulo. The data follow. 


The reactor is the highest-powered “swimming pool” type 
units yet to be sent abroad by the United States. Rated at 
5,000 kilowatts of heat output, it will produce fifty times as 
much power as the pool-type reactor exhibited by the United 
States at the International Conference for the Peaceful Uses 
of Atomic Energy at Geneva, Switzerland, in August, 1955. 
Fuel elements will consist of uranium enriched to contain 20 
per cent of uranium 235, the fissionable isotope of the 
uranium, whereas natural uranium contains only 0.7 per cent 
of the isotope. The reactor will be used by the faculty and 
students of the University of Sao Paulo for training and re- 
search in nuclear engineering reactor physics, materials test- 
ing medical research and in other branches of biological and 


Although the reactor was built by Babcock & Wilcox in the 
United States and then shipped to Brazil, the firm has en- 
gaged in business in Brazil for a number of years. It is 
known as “B & W” in the nation and has a boiler plant in 
Rezende, State of Rio de Janeiro. 








Phases of Program 


The Admiral said that Brazil’s 
present aims are to purchase re- 
search and power reactors abroad 
with local companies learning to 
operate, maintain and repair the 
facilities. The second stage en- 
visions the development of local 
facilities to make the complicated 
nuclear fuel elements that go into 
reactors. Admiral Octacilio Cunha 
stated proudly that Brazilian ex- 
perience in fine tolerance machine 
work is adequate for this. 


According to the Wall Street 
Journal, the chief of the Brazilian 
Atomic Energy Commission indi- 
cated that Brazil is pressing a 
systematic search for uranium. 
The country now has two uranium 
recovery plants. One company is 
already processing thorium and 
europium, one of the rare earth 
minerals. 


To Buy Equipment 

The Admiral admitted, however, 
that the construction of all the 
heavy and intricate equipment in 
a reactor by Brazilian plants is 
many years away. For this rea- 
son, Brazil plans to import the 
“heavy hardware” for some time 
to come. 

Advices from Brazil stress the 
use of thorium as the basic mate- 
rial in atomic power production. 
It is a source of satisfaction to 
Brazilian scientists that applied 
atomic energy should come to 
Brazil by 1965, when not even the 
most advanced countries do not 
foresee a target date earlier than

saving an _ estimated 
US$171,000,000 yearly in foreign 
exchange. Yet, unless Petrobras, 
the government operated oil com- 
pany, speeds development within 
Brazil, most of GEIA’s supposed 
gain in foreign exchange will go 
into continued high oil imports. 


Heavy Presses 

These problems are not slowing 
the auto-truck boom a bit. At the 
end of February the Budd Com- 
pany told GEIA that it is plan- 
ning to move in heavy presses to 
make auto and truck bodies. Amer- 
ican Motors and Italy’s Alpha 
Romeo have also shown keen in- 
terest. 

What has really amazed the 
manufacturers from North 
America has been the speed with 
which Dr. Orosco, head of GEIA, 
has pushed through the program. 
One of his admirers has been re- 
ported as saying that the director 
of GEIA has been given “semi- 
divine powers”, and when he ap- 
proves a plan, action follows fast.
